Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.1 14 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 
CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible for 
continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely 
paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on May 30, 2008 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Applicant's amendment and IDS filed on May 30, 2008 has been considered and entered in 
full. 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to respective amended claims have been considered and 
are persuasive; therefore all the rejections on the respective claims have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Reasons of Allowance: 

4. Claims 1-4, 29-32 and 61-78 (renumbered as 1-26) are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons of allowance: 

The independent claims 1 and 29 of the instant invention recites "identifying the 
group or subgroups of pixels based on the tracking of the face in low-resolution images, then 
determining the initial values of one or more parameters of pixels of the sub-groups, then 
determining adjusted values of pixels within the main image based on the initial values of pixels in

low-resolution images" which is not taught by the closest prior art as cited, in combination with 
other limitations. Therefore claims 1 and 29 are allowed. All other claims depending on claims 1 
and 29 are allowable at least by dependency on claims 1 and 29.
